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Cablevision company 
to start work July 1st. 


One question on people's minds 
these-days is: when will cable come to 
town? 

Bethel Cablevision Co. Inc. President 
Dennis Nolin provided a partial answer 
last week when he informed the town 
office he planned to begin construction 
on the system July 1, 

In.a progress report to the selectmen, 
Mr, Nolirt said all the necessary ar- 
rangements had been made with the 
utility companies. to string cable from 
their poles. However, he stated, "Before 
we can start work on stringing the wires, 


there is same re-arrangement work that 


needs to be done on the poles by the 
utility companies.” 

By the terms of the contract with the 
town, signed last summer, the cable 
company has until February 1986 to 
commence service, The cable company 
has also signed contracts with the towns 
of West Paris, Greenwood, Woodstock 
and Newry. All those towns will be 
served by cables emanating from the 
“head end” site on Blake Hill in Bethel. 

A building was erected at that site last 
fall, and the necessary electronics, 
antennas, and satellite dishes for the site 
have been ordered, Mr. Nolin said, with 
a delivery date of June 15. There will 
be two dish antennas at the site. 

There is still no indication as to ex- 
actly when the system will be complete. 
But Mr, Nolin tald the selectmen, “Our 
plan is to start construction on July 1 
... and to start connecting subscribers 
to the system by September 3.., We 
plan to open an office in Bethel 
sometime around August 4."

‘Town needs to swallow bitter pill 


Some problems, seemingly, never go away. The proposed ambulance 
garage is such a one. 


‘Following the selectmen’s decision Monday night to take the problem 


back to a special town meeting, Bethel voters must once again decide 
what to do about housing the town’s two ambulances, 
The selectmen had originally planned to offer the voters two alternatives: 


. .inform them of the real price for the grossly underestimated construction 


_ and ask them if they were willing to pay it, or ask them if they were will- 


~ ing fo have a partial job for the $72,000 originally authorized for the com 


‘plete project. 

After consultation yesterday with the Maine Municipal Association, they 
“decided to offer just one proposition: shall the voters authorize the board 
’ to borrow up to an additional $14,535 to compete the project. The total 
, authorized borrowing would thus be $86,776. If voters turn down the 
_-proposal, the alternative will be, in effect, the former vote for the $72,000. 

There are those who would like to re-write history and return to the 

status quo as it existed before the March authorization of $72,000 to build 
the ambulance garage on Cross Street adjacent to the town garage. 

These well-meaning people will argue that a better site can be found 
* and a less-costly building constructed. 

That may well be, but it will never be constructed this year, let alone 
in time for the October 1 deadline when the ambulances must be out 
_ of the school bus garage. 

_ There are those who will argue against any additional funding and for 


__ «simply getting as much of a building as possible for the $72,000 already 


authorized. The problem with this line of reasoning is that there is no 

away of knowing how much building will be built. Almost for certain it 
. will be a building without painting, carpeting or paving. It could, con- 

ceivably, be a building without doors or windows hung—possibly even 
‘a building without doors and windows purchased. 

The change-order process agreed to by town officials and D.C. King 
Co, (the low bidder) would ensure an upper-limit on the cost but no 
minimum on how much work would be accomplished if officials are forc- 
ed to use only $72,000 for the entire project. 

_ That is what galled many of those who attended the Board of Select- 


_ .men meeting Monday night. They pointed out that if the building were 


not completed, the selectmen would be coming back to the town next 
year asking for more money. They preferred to know the bottom line 
_ before the first spadeful of earth was turned. 

And we think those concerns are valid. As Jack Grieg put it:’"You may 
‘as well be up front about it and put on an extra $10,000 and not come 
back next year for the ten thousand to finish the job.” 

There are indeed problems with plans for the ambulance garage. These 
have been coming to the public’s attention since the bids came in way 
over the architect’s prediction, Simply put, it is designed as much for future 
expansion as a municipal building as it is for current use as an ambulance 
garage. Even references to it by town officals now term it the Municipal 
Garage Annex, Therefore, instead of the doors facing the road, they are 
on the side: not the most economical placement, but one that wil! allow 
expansion of the building on either end. 

The roof is arguably sturdier than it needs to be; the two furnaces are 
likely more efficient (and more costly) than need be. It seems that the 
architect might have been given more restrictive orders so that he could 
have designed a building built for one purpose only, at a modest cost. 

But we have to make decisions on which way to go from where we 
are. The time is past for Monday morning quarterbacking, We have a set 
of workable plans—albeit different from what some originally 
envisioned—and we have a qualified contractor ready to start work, 

Voters should authorize the additional money to get this job completed. 


* The selectmen are to be commended for going back to the voters and

admitting that the job originally promised would not be the job the town 
‘will get, unless additional funds are authorized. {t is an unfortunate er- 
ror, apparently on the part of the architect, but not an insurmountable one. 
The alternative to correcting the error is buying a pig in a poke. The 
town needs the ambulance garage and voters should swallow the bitter 
pill and authorize the additional funding. bfw

The story of Mother's Day goes to An- 

na Reeves Jarvis who lived in Grafton, 


W.Va. She was the mother of eight . 


children and worked hard at age 26 to 
improve unhealthy conditions in her 
community. 

During the Civil War she worked to 
bring unity between the mothers of the 
Blue and the Gray. 

Mrs. Jarvis wished to establish a na- 
tional Mother’s Day but did not live 
long enough to accomplish that goal. 
But her daughter, Anna, continued the 
work and was involved in making her 
mother’s plan succeeed. So the first of- 
ficial Mother’s Day service was held on 
May 10, 1908 at a Methodist church in 
Grafton. Five hundred white carnations 
were sent by Anna because this was the 
favorite flower of her mother. 

On May 8, 1914 after taking her 
cause to Washington to the lawmakers 
and to President Woodrow Wilson it 
was approved by President Wilson that 
the second Sunday in May be observ- 
ed as Mother’s Day. He signed a resolu- 
tion stating, “The service rendered the 
U.S. by American mothers is the 
greatest source of the country’s strength 
and inspiration,” 


“My mother deserves all the credit ° 


because. of her tireless effort.” her 
daughter stated. 

It is now celebrated in 46 countries 
around the world, “in honor of the best 
mother who ever lived—the mother of 
your heart.” 

Faith, Hope and Love best describe 
the beauty of mothers whether 18 or 
eighty. They remain irreplaceable 
treasures.

ed. “We have authority to spend 

72,000," Mr. Jodrey pointed out. 

“But we know we can’t do it for 72,” 
retorted Mrs. Dooen. 

Mr. Jadrey responded: “Does it mat- 
ier at this point? So it doesn’t get pay- 
ed. So what? The ambulance service 
needs a garage.” 

That position didn’t satisfy most 
members of the audience. “You're go- 
ing to do something that, if not legally 
wrong, is morally wrong,” said Mr. 
Luxton. 

Mr. Jodrey said he felt sure voters 
would approve a slight cast overrun 
when it came to getting the building 
completed in the future, But Victor 
Coolidge, a candidate for the board, 
said that would be a bad way to begin 
the project. “You can’t spend money 
that hasn’t been approved,” he said..

There was also no sentiment for that 
idea, since the town manager and other

THIS WEEK AT THE 
Moses Mason House 


A full meeting room was the scene at 
the May monthly meeting of the Bethel 
Historical Society held Thursday even- 
ing at the Dr. Moses Mason House to 
hear Ben Conant, of the Paris. Cape 
Historical Society, speak on the history 
of Snow Falls. Conant began his talk by 
providing: some background on the 
French and Indian wars in North 
America, which provided the setting for 
what happened near the falls on the Lit- 
tle Androscoggin in the present town of 
West Paris in 1755, 

A party of hunters, among them Cap- 
tain Jonathan Snow, were camped in 
this spot when five Indians looking for 
scalps. killed Snow and departed 
through present-day Upton back to the 
St. Francis region of Quebec. From that 
day on, the falls has borne Snow’s 
name. 

Mr. Conant continued with the later 
history of the area, describing the four 
mills that briefly flourished there. Three 
fires, in 1855, 1877, and 1885, plus a 
freshet, wrought havoc on these struc: 
tures so none of these businesses lasted 
very long. This bad luck, as well as 
other fires and maladies, have provid- 
ed some support for the idea that the 
famed Indian Moll Ockett cursed the 
area for its inhospitality toward’ her, 
although a restaurant housed in a 
former school house at the falls appears 
to be defying the truth of the famous 
legend. 

Mr. Conant concluded his talk with 
a display of numerous photographs and 
artifacts relating to buildings, people 
and scenes of Snow Falls. 

During the business portion of the 
meeting, President Alden Kennett an- 
nounced that the next meeting will be 
heid of June 6 and feature a presenta- 
tion by Roland DeCoteau, of Patis Hill, 
on ‘William Rogers Chapman: Musi- 
cian.” As this is the 50th anniversary of 
Dr. Chapmian’s death, there will also be 
a special exhibit on the career of this 
nationally famous musician who 
brought some of the world’s most 
farrious musical performers to his Bethel 
homie in the early years of this century. 
Thsoe attending were rernirided that 
National Historic Preservation Week 
will be held .on May 25 and the Dr, 
Moses Mason Birthday Party on May 
26. 

The artifact of the month was a col- 
lection of old photographs, some 
rélating to Bethel, received earlier this 
year from the late Ruth Carver Ames. 
Refreshments and a social hour follow- 
ed the program.
